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PREFACE. 



The want of a Progressive Delectus, to serve 
as an accompaniment to the first study of 
the Greek Grammar, is one which must 
have been felt, more or less, by all who 
have had any experience in teaching. The 
Grammar Rules, unless they are illustrated 
by copious examples, and their meaning in 
this manner brought home to the compre- 
hension of the pupil, soon become a shape- 
less mass of words, extremely difiicult to 
recollect, and of little practical use beyond 
the mere exercise of the memory. And 
in the present day, when so much attention 
has been directed to elementary instruction, 
it is remarkable that nothing should have 
been done to supply this deficiency. 
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I am not aware, however, that anything 
of the kind has been attempted. None of 
the Greek Delectuses which I have met with 
seem to have been drawn up on any such 
prmciple a. that above men Jned. To take, 
for example, the one which is, I believe, in 
most general use, Valpy's Greek Delectus. 
Whatever may be the merits oi this book 
in other respects, as a companion to the 
Greek Grammar it is of little or no service ; 
the. system and arrangement of the two 
being, for the most part, entirely diflferent. 
The Grammar begins, as every one knows, 
with rules for the declension of substantives, 
proceeding afterwards to adjectives and 
pronouns, and lastly to verbs ; of which 
latter there is no mention till the thirty- 
sixth page, a full third of the entire work. 
But Yalpy's Delectus reverses this order, 
requiring the pupil to have some knowledge 
of the inflexions of verbs, in order to under- 
stand the very first examples ; and, as early 
as the sixth page, we find in it such words

as iSeSet/TTVi^/cea-av and lirrav€9, for the right 

comprehension of which he must have learnt 
as far as the eighty-fourth page of the 
Grammar, almost the end of what he has 
to commit to memory. Again, the occur- 
rence of substantives, and still more of 
adjectives, is rare during the first few 
pages ; nor is it till we have advanced some 
way into the work that they become nume- 
rous enough to be of much service in teach- 
ing pupils the parsing of nouns; in which, 
however, if we foUow the arrangement of 
the Grammar, the pupil ought to be 
thoroughly grounded before he passes on 
to the verbs. It is obvious, that two works 
so dissimilar in plan as these cannot success- 
fully be made to illustrate each other : the 
consequence is, that much time is generally 
lost in learning the rudiments of Greek; 
and, what is worse, boys are often taught 
in a vague unsystematic manner, the evils 
arising from which it is found very dif&cult 
to correct afterwards. 
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The following pages have been drawn up 
with a view to remedy this defect ; and, by 
supplying a sufficient number of examples 
for each rule, to enable the pupil at every 
step of his progress through the grammar 
to realise the meaning of what he learns. 
The order and arrangement of the Rev. 
Charles Wordsworth's Greek Grammar* has 
been followed : that being a book in very 
general use, and also the one adopted by 
our principal public schools.

PREFACE 

TO THE SECOND EDITION. 



In putting forward a second edition of my 
Greek Delectus, I desire to return my thanks 
to many friends (too numerous for special 
mention) who have supplied me with cor- 
rections of misprints and other mistakes; 
and also with some valuable suggestions for 
rendering the work more systematic and 
useful. I have endeavoured to comply with 
these as far as was possible, without increas- 
ing the size of the book, or introducing 
matter unsuited to a beginner, and likely 
to perplex and overload his memory. 

Two considerable alterations, however, 
require to be noticed. The quantities of 
the doubtful vowels were not marked in the 
first edition. It seemed more desirable to 
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avoid all questions of Prosody until the ele- 
ments of Grammar had been first mastered. 
But it has been suggested, by a high autho- 
rity on the subject, that it is of consequence 
for boys to pronounce rightly the quantities 
of the words they meet with, though they 
may know nothing of the principles of Pro- 
sody. The ear becomes insensibly trained, 
by so doing, to a correct pronunciation ; 
and after-teaxjhing becomes comparatively 
easy: whereas if the point be altogether 
neglected, a boy will get accustomed to 
make Mse quantities, and the habit will be 
found difficult of correction. With this 
view, the vowels a, h and v have been 
marked as long or short, wherever there 
appeared a possMity of a mistake being 
made. This explanation is necessary, as 
otherwise it would seem useless, and even 
absurd, to mark as long a circumflexed 
vowel, or one coming before a double letter. 
The other point is the different system 
adopted with regard to the roots of anoma- 
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Ions and other verbs. Every one who has 
taught Greek, must be aware that this 
constitutes one of the greatest difficulties 
in the way of beginners. Even to the 
more advanced student, this subject is one 
of great doubt and intricacy. Some of 
the words which are called "roots" in the 
Greek Grammars, had once a real existence, 
and have merely become obsolete by disuse. 
Others are wholly imaginary : the tenses 
which appear to be derived from them being, 
in fact, nothing but variations from regular 
forms, by which a harsh-sounding tense, or 
one difficult of pronunciation, has been soft- 
• ened down and fitted for use; something 
having been rubbed away from it, as it 
were, in order to give the tongue a surer 
hold upon it. Again, we have often a 
variety of roots ascribed to the same word, 
between which cthere is no real connection * 

* The practice of going through a defective verb as 
though it had been a regular one, viz., 0cp<o, oio-a>, ifv€yKa 
etc., though often pursued at schools, is in my opinion 
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whatever — the simple fact being, that seve- 
ral verbs bearing the same meaning are 
defective, some in one tense, and some in 
another; and an entire whole is made up of 
these heterogeneous fragments. To attempt 
to make a beginner unravel such a tangled 
web as this, would of course be hopeless. 
The only thing to be done is to smooth 
the dijQGlculty, or rather to remove it out of 
his way for the present, leaving him to 
grapple with it hereafter, when his scholar- 
ship is more advanced. The simple plan of 
effecting this seemed to be, to require him 
to look in the Lexicon for what would be 
the present tense of any verb according to 
the regular formation. If this should be a 
word which is acknowledged in his Greek 

a very injudicious one, as being likely to give beginners 
most mistaken and confused ideas. The same absurdity 
is often perpetrated in Latin, when a boy is taught to 
say, "ferio, feris, percussi/* etc. ; and that, notwithstand- 
ing that the real present of percussi is in use, and the 
real perfect of ferio to be found in very old writers. 
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Grammar as a root, then to mark it as such 
in the Lexicon ; if not, to put down the 
imaginary word in question between brack- 
ets [ ], and give a reference to the real 
present. Thus, for example, the word 
iKpvfir)y would come, according to regular 
rule, from fcpvBa), This is allowed in the 
Grammar to be the root of /cpwrra}, and 
accordingly is to be found as " [/cpvficS] root 
of KpuTTTro." "^Tapirovy on the other hand, 
ought to come from TdpTroD' but the Gram- 
mar does not allow of the existence of any 
such word: it was therefore entered in the 
Lexicon as " [Ta/wrco] see Tepwa}." This plan 
I myself always found most intelligible to 
my pupils ; nor, considered in itself, can I 
see anything objectionable in it. But it has 
been urged,* that it is a different system 
from that adopted in the Grammar to which 
this work is designed as an accompaniment,

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and that boys will be likely to get per- 
plexed between the two. This is certainly 
not unlikely to happen, and would be in- 
jurious if it did : a different plan has there- 
fore been adopted in the present edition. 
All imaginary presents have been removed 
from the Lexicon, except such as are ac- 
knowledged by the Grammar as roots ; and 
all irregular tenses have been collected to- 
gether in the Appendix at the end, and a 
reference there given to the right present. 
This plan, it is hoped, will remove the ob- 
jection above adverted to, without causing 
the pupil additional diflSculty.

Present [dvdco]^ the future formed from the present 
in the fifth conjugation, etc. 

If the verb be deponent, take as the root what 
would be the present active, if it were in use: 
e,g. iBe^aro is a verb from S^ofiai, a verb deponent 
as if from [Se^©], a verb in o) of the second conju- 
gation, etc. Present [Se;^©], the future, etc.
